STORI’S PUNTS GAIN YARDAGE 


The Blue Devils whitewashed the 


vaunted Mankato State Teacher’s 
col'ege Saturday, 7 to 0. Except for 
a cetermined drive at the start of the 
second half, Mankato was completely 
smothered by the Stout defense and 
Stori’s kicking.

Two line plays 
brought it to the five yard line, but 
Stout could not get their signals 
straightened out in time and lost the 
chance to score. The quarter ended 
with Stout on opponents’ 40 yard line. 
Score in Second Period 
Stout started another drive in the 
second quarter. After getting the 
ball on the Mankato 16 yard line 
they smashed to the one yard line 
on a series of line. bucks. Braker 
then drove off right guard for the 
touchdown. A pass from Matson to 
Pahl broucht the count to 7 and 0. 
The half ended with the ball in mid- 
field. 
Mankato made a determined at- 
tempt to score after the half. With 
the aid of several off-side penalties 
they reached the 11 yard line where 
they were held for downs. Dave 
Stori then punted 60 yards to put the 
scrimmage back in Mankato territory. 
There was no consistent gaining dur- 
ing the remainder of the game except 
via the rule book.

Dr. Jordan Gives 


THE STOUT 


Inspiring Address 


“The future welfare of humanity 
depends on the holding of high stand- 
ards of living now demanded by the 
young people of all nations,” declared 
Dr. Fred J. Jordan, pastor of the 
First Methodist Church of Eau Claire 
in assembly Thursday. 

Dr. Jordan is an interesting speak- 
er, and put quite a bit of humor into 
his talk. He asked the question at 
the beginning of his talk “Has 
Europe learned its lesson from the 
World War?” 

In answering this question, he point- 
ed out first of all that, while in 1914 
there were 21 political units in Europe, 
that after the peace treaty wassigned 
there were 27 units, exclusive of the 
Irish Free State. These six new units, 
which were created from Austria- 
Hungary, Germany, and Russia, only 
increased opportunities for jealousies 
and misunderstanding. 

Dr. Jordan believes that two stands 
are taken in Europe today. The minds 
of the older generation hold jealousy, 
suspicion, and fear, and these three 
things, he says, make hatred. Where 
there is hate there is war. On the 
other hand the younger generation 
stand for peace since they realize 
that another war would be even more 
expensive than the last. 

In conclusion the Doctor said that 
only hope of Europe today is placed 
in the keen, far-seeng vision of the 
youth; and this also applies to the 
United States.

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- COLLEGE “CLOSE-UPS” 

Students are prone to a weakness that a college president recently 
attacked in his opening address: that of permitting “close-ups” to 
spoil their perspectives. 

He did not criticise the use of close-ups in movies. That criticism 
lnes in the field of motion picture art. Whether or not it is artistic 
to fill the movie screen with on-rushing locomotives, tear-moistened 
physiognomies, or protracted osculations is another matter. Letting 
the central figure crowd out other characters and scenery may be 
permissible so far as movies are concerned. 

To his college students, however, this college president addressed 
a warning that might well be weighed by everyone, and especially 
those who are attempting to further their educations. In a new 
setting, one too easily forgets the business at hand for. passing 
pleasures. 

Usually, when a student has lost perspective sufficiently to 
desire nothing but to rush from one emotional peak to another, he 
is treading on dangerous ground. This is an old idea, but by liken- 
img excitements to the familiar close-ups of the movies, one gets 
another slant at the question. 

Inartistic close-ups may distort the theme, eradicate the back- 
ground, or destroy the continuity of a show, or of a college career. 
Shows are fleeting things and pass quickly from memory; a life is 
much less “like a tale that is told.” 

Classes, laboratories, lessons are forgotten by short-visioned young 
people in their passion for “close-ups: dates, clothes, clubs, pins, 
cars, games, and amusements furnish them concerns that obscure 
the purposes of college. 

To many, college life becomes a series of “close-ups” from 
September to June, with never a thought of plot or sequence. 


What could this mode of existence produce but individuals with- 


out perspective or objective? : 
When we see how disadvantageous “close-ups” 


to produce them barred from the campus? 
Very, very, unwise indeed! 
“Close-ups” are the dearest essence of life. 


It will occur to you, nevertheless, if you stop to consider, th 
close-ups in the movies are a device that is effective ONLY when 
used intelligently. 


STUDENT LOANS!

them. The student loan fund is at low ebb due to the inattentio: 
or disregard that ten graduate students have for their financia' 
responsibilities.

students whose continuance in school was made possible ony 
through this fund. Their negligence in attending to their obliga- 
tions may be condemned not only because it reflects on thei; 
personal honor, but also because they care nothing for the difficulties 
that they are causing students now in school, situated as they once 
were. 

The President’s records show that some graduates who left her 
as much as five years ago, who have had good jobs all these years 
who drive good cars and make occasional visits to Stout, + ill ow« 
the loan fund the principle and interest of their loans. 

Urgent appeals are being sent from the President’s* office to al! 
delinquents in hope that students who otherwise may have to leaye 
school may goon. It is the hope of the Stoutonia that the infrac- 
tions of good faith may be repaired, and that good standing in 
Stout Institute may be regained by those w 
stand sorely in need of attention.

PHYSICAL ED. BEING STRESSED 


The Stout Institute is making an 
important step forward in regard to 
the training of teachers. Heretofore, 
the greatest stress has been laid upon 
the mind of the student; “A” and “B” 
grades have been counted more signif- 
icant than have personality, physical 
appearance, and sincerity. Now, how- 
ever, Stout is making an attempt to 
turn out teachers who are more than 
mere “grinds”, teachers who do other 
things than “make” grades, teachers 
who are leaders and who will accom- 
plish something in education.

The everlasting law of supply and 
demand will inevitably take its toll in 
reduction of salaries of teachers who 
are just average teachers.

I hold that it is the duty 
of every college pretending to prepare 
teachers, to raise the standards of a 
profession very soon to take rank with 
the ost dignified callings having to do 
with the social well-being of our 
people. You are confronted with a 
great responsibility in the scholastic 
preparation of these students. 
Mentions Other Considerations 

“But scholastic preparation is only 
one of the elements that must be 
scored in recording the measure of 
the teacher’s adaptibility and fitness. 
The moral standards must be figured 
in, of course. But the personality, 
personal characteristics, cleanliness, 
dress, conversation, voice, energy. 
sincerity, and loyalty to a purpose and 
loyalty to his institution must be tak- 
en into consideration.”

In Assembly Lecture 


ANTARCTIC SPELL GRIPS CROWD 


Long Winter Spent Beneath 
Crust Of Snow Before 
Flight To Pole 


Delegated by Admiral Byrd to 
carry his personal greetings to The 
Stout Institute, Charles E. Lofgren, 
chief petty officer of the Byrd Ant- 
arctic expedition, spoke at assembly 
Thursday on the subject ‘With Byrd 
In Little America”. Mr. Lofgren is 
at present on a lecture tour for 
educational purposes. 

Mr. Lofgren described the arrival 
of the Byrd expedition at the Antarctic 
and the planting of the American flag 
deside those of Norway and Great 
Britian. He told how the Amundson 
Expedition had reached the Pole in 
1911. 

Three months after Amundson, an 
English expedition under Scott re- 
peated the feat successfully only to 
have four men die of starvation after 
planting the English flag in the ice. 

Expedition Scenes Projected 

Before projecting scenes on the 
screen to show many interesting oc- 
currences of the expedition, Mr. 
Lofgren gave a talk on his experiences 
in the Antarctic. He said that few 
people realize how much preparation 
is necessary to insure the safety of 
a personnel and the success of an 
expedition. 

‘Tt is not merely a matter of decid- 
ing to go one day and going the next. 
Byrd spent three years in planning 
the Antarctic expedition. He had to 
secure ships that would stand the 
great pressure of the ice floes. Planes 
that would withstand any weather 


conditions were needed. Portable 
houses had to be built... And most im- 
portant of all. he had to choose the 
personnel from 5000 applications. 


Staff Chosen Carefully 


“The personnel, when chosen, con- 
sisted of men from all walks of life. 
The ages ranged all the way from 68 
to 19. The young man whose age 
was 19 was selected from half a. 
million Boy Scouts to go on the 
expedition. In addition to 42 mem 
98 dogs were taken along.” 

Mr. Lofgren pointed out a few 
differences between the North and 
Secuth Poles. First of all he said’ 
that the South Pole was about 25: 
degrees colder than the North Pole. 
The North Pole lies over a frozen

Like the fable of the grasshopper and the ant, is the situation 
in college. There are students who seem to gambol through 
sunny days at college with never a thought for the future like grass-| 
hoppers in a clover field. And there are ants, plodders, in school 
also. 

Now it so happens that there are those who will plod like ants 
part of the time so that they can live like grasshoppers the rest 
of the time. Many students might find themselves in this category. 
It is in this classification that we find the playboys and gay girls of 
“collegiate” fame, ordinarily. 

It will not do at all to go to school and do no work. Some thing 
always happens to foreshorten college careers started in that way. 
So to be a playboy, a youth must lead the double life of ant and 
grasshopper.

LIKE FATHER LIKE SON? 


“He isn’t as good a man as his father was,” old timers often 
say about a particular young man of whom they disapprove. And 
sometimes they say it in a general way about all the young people 
of today. 

Maybe. But a recent study by a Harvard University research 
worker in anthropology seems to indicate that on the contrary, 
as far as height, weight and other physical measurements go, the 
young man of today is a better man than his father, and the young 
woman of today a better woman than her mother. 

Since 1870, Harvard university has made and preserved very 
complete physical measurements of its students. A number of 
women’s colleges, including Wellesley, Vassar, Smith, and Mount 
Holyoke, have done likewise. Taking about 2,000 pairs of Harvard 
fathers and sons, and several hundred pairs of Harvard fathers 
and sons, and several hundred pairs of mothers and daughters a‘ 
these women’s colleges, Gordon Townsend Bowles has demonstrat- 
ed: That the sons are 11% inches taller than their fathers, tnat th: 
sons are 8 to 10 pounds heavier than their fathers at the same 
approximate age, and that the daughters are 7 pounds heavier than 
their mothers. 

“Harvard men are taller and relatively more slender than their 
fathers, and have increased particularly in leg length, shoulder 
breadth,” declares E. A. Hooten, professor of anthropology at 
Harvard describing Bowles’ studies in a recent issue of the Harvard 
Alumni bulletin. 

The same is true of the college daughters. 
mothers in every dimension except breadth of hips....The girls 
have greater chest expansion, lung capacity and chest girth than 
their mothers.

INITIATES FETED AT BANQUET 


Prof. Hague Tells Need For 
Standardization In Printing 
Instruction 


“The Stout Printing Teachers as- 
sociation is the greatest and most 
influential organization of its kind in 
the United States,” declared C. iW. 
Hague in the main address at the 
Stout Typographical society banquet. 
He continued, “There are more Stout 
printing instructors in the field than 
there are of teachers from any other 
educational institution.” 

The banquet of the Stout Typo- 
graphical society was held from 7:30 to 
9 p. m. in the Cafe La Corte dining 
room Wednesday evening The ban- 
quet was informal and was given to 
welcome the new members, recently 
initiated. The weekly business of the 
organization was taken care of at 
that time! 

“T feel somewhat like a new member 
of the S. T. S. to-night,” said Mr. 
Hague as he rose to speak to the 
group. “If I were joining,” he stat- 
ed, “I would expect many benefits 
from the club.” 

Club Benefits Outlined 


“First,” he said, ‘he would expect 
to gain technical information and 
knowledge of teaching needs not in- 
cluded in regular courses. Second, 
the club would assist him in keeping 
abreast of discoveries and develop- 
ments of printing industry. Third, 
but most important, he would expect 
to gain by the atmosphere of good- 
fellowship and comradeship of its 
members.” 

He dwelt on the advantages to be 
derived from the social side of the 
club, This social freedom furnishes 
a sucial education in public spoaking, 
manners, and associations which are 
essential in the teaching field. 

Considers S. T. S. Introductory 

Mr. Hague said that he considers 
the S. T. S. a junior organization, 
introductory to the Stout Printing 
Teachers’ association, which is the 
most active of the various printing 
instructors’ organizations. The com- 
mon bond of having the same Alma 
Mater holds the men together in a 
compact organization. Further, he 
said, “this organization constitutes a 
real power in that they are able to 
control a disorganized field.” 

“Standardization of printing in- 
stuction is the greatest problem in 
the teaching of the subject,” said Mr. 
Hague. He predicted that the Stout 
Printing Teachers’ association will 
eventually determine the standards.

Describes Campus 
There is nothing more than as- 
sumption to go on, but from his own 
description of the enviroment, he 
must like the lay of the land. 


“Our campus is a beautiful 135 acre 
tract of land which still has many of 
the virgin yellow pine standing upon 
it,’ he writes. “The eight buildings 
of the college form a semicircle in 
the center of which is a colorfu gar- 
den surrounding four concrete tennis 
courts. I had never realized just how 
much a campus could lend itself to a 


real college atmosphere, and I feel 


that when the plans for enlarging 
Stout’s campus materialize, the stu- 
dents will appreciate the improvement 
a great deal. 

“The view from the campus is a 
marvelous and awe inspiring one. 
From the steps of Amherst Auditori- 
um can be seen the majestic San 
Francisco Peaks which rise 13,000 feet 
above sea level. There are nine in 
this group, each having its own shape 
and multihued color.

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Journalist Speaks 
On “Keeping Ahead 
Of The Headlines” 


SNYDER HITS NEWS HIGH SPOTS 


Tells What Constitutes Day’s 
News And Why It Is 


Wheat. iit Ts 


“The newspaper is a public mirror 
which reflects life as it finds it,” said 
Frederick M. Snyder, of New York, 
Thursday in assembly when he gave 
an address on the topic “Keeping 
Ahead of the Head-lines.” He has 
been a special commissioner of the 
press Congress of the World, and in 
this capacity has sat in on many 
historic international conferences. 
Thus he has been in close touch with 
those events which make headlines. 

Mr. Snyder took the students on a 
journey with him into the land of 
journalism and gave them many 
points about the business. He said 
that on one knows definitely the 
origin of the word “news.” In the 
past the only method for “spreading 
the news” was by word of mouth. 
Later letters, and then bulletin boards 
came into use. It is said that the 
news that was placed on the old 
bulletin boards was classified into four 
lists, that from the North, the East, 
the South, and the West. Because of 
this it is believed by some people, that 
the word “news” originated from the 
first letters of the four directions. 
Quickest News, Demanded of Public 

People demand the latest news. 
What they really want, however, is 
not the latest news, but the quickest 
news. Mr. Snyder showed how speedy 
the newspapers are by citing an ex- 
ample -f reporter who, upon seeing 
a painter on a tall building lose his 
balance and start to fall, immediately 
phoned the story in to the press. By 
the time the ambulance had reached 
the spot of the disaster the paper 
was out on the street telling about 
the accident. “This”, said Mr. Snyder, 
“Gg what the public demands”. 

The newspaper business is) very ex- 
pensive, and so it must make money 
through its advertising sections. The 
small price that people pay for their 
paper could not begin to finance the 
paper. Very often the Sunday editions 
that are published at a cost of as 
much as fifty or sixty cents per copy, 
sell for ten cents. Mr. Snyder stated 
that the write-up of the Byrd Expedi- 
tion across the North Pole cost $2,000 
per word. The news of'it reached the 
papers 11 minutes after the pole had 
actually been reached. . 

Decries Sensatienal News 

When Mr, Snyder stated that the 
newspaper is a public mirror which 
reflects life as it finds it, he meant 
that although criticized a great deal 
for it, the newspapers. have to print 
news of crime. He said that a murder

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‘EXTRA CURRICULAR CONNECTIONS 
: REQUIRE THOUGHT 


There are distinct advantages to be gained through participa- 
tion in extra-curricular activities--this fact is admitted. But since 
the amount of time that extra-curricular activities consume is of 
sufficient magnitude to frequently interfere with a student’s welfare 
in his regular courses, the question arises, is the time spent) on them

spent to the best advantage? 


Possibly this question cannot be truthfully answered without 
qualifications. It is obvious thatlentering activities is not wholly and 
completely advantageous. Any sort of activity takes time. It takes 
interest, and some degree of mental effort--too much, indeed, for 
many college students. And each must judge for himself whether 
it is worth ‘the ‘effort. + 

Analyzing the values from participation that may be expected 
by one who gives time, effort, and ability in extra-curricular pursuits, 
a student of more than ordinary insight recently classified the ben- 
fits as fourfold.. 

“First,” she noted, “new contacts with students, faculty, prom- 
inent men and women, and townspeople may be made. Second, 
there is usually a field for the practical application of one’s own 
work, involving a chance for independence “of plan and originality 
of thought, unbound by the stereotyped requirements of scholastic 
courses, where conformity is often valued far above a tendency to 
original thought. 

“Third, and directly complementary to the point just made, 
opportunity is offered. to go into activities decidedly different from 
one’s own work. A variety of interests and knowledge in the pres- 
ent is invaluable, both socially and in the business world. 

“And lastly there is the chance to develop qualities in yourse’t 
which make contact with others easy and natural.. Leadetship 
ability is included fhere; and one’s own abilities and specialities in 
group life‘are furthered pleasantly and discovered with stimulating 
PCE case os | | 

Her, statements are accurate, and could scarcely warrant attemp- 
ted impovement.’ Enlargement of the material would not be justifi- 
able. Re-read her points; they will cast a new beam of light on 
your individual case, if you are of the opinion that your time is not 
being profitably spent. An untried realm of possibilities in the 
extra-curricular activities field may be suggested to you. 

In outlining a programof added duties and responsibilities for 
youself, it is important that you are careful to avoid pver-loading 
yourself, of permitting your connections to be too haphazard. The 
character and amount of outside activities engaged by any student 
is thoroughly a personal matter, and depends on many ‘variables-- 
his ability as-a student, his interests and talents, his health, and to 
what degree ‘he is self-supporting. 

One consideration, that will be of utmost importance to you. 
is whether or not your activities ‘are coordinated with yourself, 
your work, and your ambitions. Your selection may eventually 
have far-reaching effects. 

Don’t spread yourself too thin, but make a reasonable number 
of selections in the extra-curricular field. Then you can real z 
the most:from your connections. _The people who go into organ- 
izations with the purpose of obtaining notoriety through the holding 
uf many offices, are usually handicapping the groups with Wier 
they have connections. They are too busy to work for the clubs 
‘best interests. This is important, and is in line with the policy of

Elias Scores Turks 
For Massacres In Near 


East In Assembly Talk 


“REVOLT IN DESERT” IS SUBJECT 


Strategy Of “Uncrowned King 
Of Arabia” Related By 
Speaker 


“Tn 1914 the ‘hunting season‘ for 
Christians in Turkey was open all 
year around,” said Mr. George Elias, 
lecturer and traveler in speech to the 
assembly Thursday on the topic, 
“Revolt in the Desert. Mr. Elias 
himself came of a Christian family 
who was living in Turkey at that 
time. Several of his family were 
killed by the Turks. 

George Elias was born in Mesopo- 
tamia about 45 miles from the birth 
place of Father Abraham. During his 
life he has traveled in many different 
lands, has served in the Russian army. 
and has had many adventures. He 
has been away. from home for 16 
years. 

At the period of 1914 when the 
Turks killed several hundred Christ- 
ians, Elias ran away to Persia. It 
was at this time that he joined the 
Russian army and became one of the 
Cossacks. Russia was preparing to 
ficht Turkey, and it was for this 
reason that he wanted to averge his 
family’s death that Elias joined the 
army. He was in it for two years 
and received $.75 a month for his 
service. 

Elias Returns To Persia 


Mr. Elias returned to Persia in 
1917 and in the spring went to 
Mesopotamia at the time England was 
fighting Turkey. 

England was not having much suc- 
cess and very soon one of her generals, 
Townsend, was captured by the Turks. 
Fearing that a revolution was begin- 
ning in Russia and thinking that 
Russia in such a case would leave 
the Allies, England hunted among her 
military ranks for a man who would 
be brave enough to carry a message 
to the King of Mecca. Mecca was 
a city from which no Christian had 
returned, Mr. Elias said. 

Lawrence Needed For Service 

England had excluded from her 
military service some time before a 
certain T. E. Lawrence because he 
was frail, thin, and only 5 feet 4 
inches tall. Knowing him to be 
courageous and very smart, England 
now searched for him and offered him 
the job of going to Mecca. Lawrence 
accepted and started in 1916. He was 
a Mohammedan, having been adopted 
by a sheik.. 

Mohammedans, on their first visit 
to Mecca, are required to walk the 
distance of 200 miles barefooted be- 
eause Mohamed loved Mecca. Lawrence 
however, traveled by night, and it is 
thought by some people that instead 
of walking the distance he rode a 
bicycle which he had during the day. 

Along the road are inns where one 
may stay as long as he wishes. 
Lawrence reached the gates of Mecca 
in the Spring of 1916. 

He was escorted to the palace, and 
there he talked to the King, He told 
of the things that England promised 
to give the King in case he would 
ally himself with England against 
Turkey. The King said he was will- 
ing to do so but had no army ready 
for war and so Lawrence united the 
Arabian forces who thought that they 
were fighting in a Holy War. 

Desert Revolt Of 1917 Begun ' 

In the Spring of 1917 the desert 
revolt started. The arms used were

This being the 
case it will be up to the industrial 
arts teachers to take up this kind of 
work in order that the call for sub- 
jects of this type can be taken care 
of.

Beckman Speaks On 
Women Journalists 


The Home Economics club listened 
to an interesting speaker Wednesday 
evening when F. W. Beckman ex- 
pounded the joys, trials, and experien- 
ces of women in journalism. Mrs. 
Beckman accompanied him here; they 
were guests of honor at dinner with 
the Home Economics club cabinet and 
various faculty members. 


Mr. Beckman, who has been in- 
structor of journalism at Iowa State 
College, is now in the professional 
journalistic field, as editor of ‘‘The 
Farmer’s Wife”. As such, he knows 
the openings for Home Economics 
trained people and also the problems 
which confront women in that line of 
work. 

He said that there are approxi- 
mately 8000 women doing journalistic 
work in the United States. The great- 
er majority of these conduct special 
‘apartments or occupy special posi- 
tions, although it is Mr. Beckman’s 
opinion that women can fill any posi- 
tion on the newspaper or magazine. 
The general feeling toward women as 
reporters is mere tolerance, not equal- 
ity with men, however. 

Positions related to journalism 
which may be filled by women are 
found in the fields of commercial 
propaganda, publicity, and work on 
house organs and trade papers. In 
these positions, the mere factor of 
her being a woman with a woman’s 
outlook aids her. 

If a specialized student, such as a 
Home Economics student, wishes to 
fit herself for journalistic work, she 
should obtain as broad and basic a 
background and viewpoint of the 
world as she can, and she should 
also get a good general education. 
Technical knowledge is very neces- 
sary, of course, but this, too, should 
be as broad as possible.

“Tt is no wonder,” he continued, 
“that everyone who witnessed the 
ghastly truths of that war is clamor- 
ing for peace! The World court as

25 Percent Girls’ 
Garments Home Made 


” 


Twenty-five percent of the total 
number of garments worn by Stout 
girls are made at home. This con- 
clusion was reached after the class 
in Clothing Economics studied their 
clothing costs during their college 
years. The girls found out that they 
spent on an average of $276.80 an- 
nually. This did not include care and 
repair of clothing or grooming. The 
lowest yearly cost per individual was 
$62.50 and the highest $569.10. 

It was also interesting to know 
just how the money was distributed 
over various types of articles in the 
wardrobe. Below are the average 
amounts spent of each division and 
the percentage of the entire clothing 
cost.

Holt Praises Youth 
Of Land For Honesty 


GIVES RULES FOR TEACHERS 


Advises None But Optimists 
To Enter Teaching 
Field 


“TJ admire the young people of today 
for their fine open attitude of hon- 
esty,” said Mr. Frank Holt, registrar 
of the University of Wisconsin and 
personnel director. Mr. Holt, who 
spoke in assembly Thursday on the 
subject “Youth and the Modern 
World”, should be a. fine authority 
on modern youth having come into 
elose contact with them in the var- 
jous schools in which he has been 
superintendent and at the University. 

Mr. Holt conveyed the regards of 
the University and said that the fine 
work done here is held in high esteem. 
He thought the Stout Institute to be 
outstanding in the field of Home 
Economics and Industrial Education. 

Mr. Holt compared a life of teach- 
ing the youth of America to a game 
and he proceeded to give a number 
of rules in playing it. His first rule 
was that a person should not go into 
the teaching field unless he is an 
optimist, confident in the fine type 
of people he is to teach. Mr. Holt 
has observed the youth on the campus 
of The University of Wisconsin, which 
he believes to be typical of all modern 
youth, and states that as compared 
with the youth of his generation, 
they are at least as fine, clean and 
wholesome, and much more idealistic. 

Must Learn Law Of Change 

The second rule in the game of 
teaching is that a young person will 
not be able to work with youth if 
they do not realize that the character- 
istic thing in education today is the 
characteristic of change. The dif- 
ficult thing in 1931, and it is becom- 
ing increasingly so, is for teachers 
to understand and interpret the world 
in which the youth are developing. 

In the field of education, the 
progress made in the technique in 
recent years is just as significant as 
progress made in the scientific field. 
Besides living in a scientific world 
today, we are living in an age of 
tested thought. Nothing is so because 
somebody says it is. Upon this is 
based the third rule for conduct in 
the teaching field. This is that teach- 
ers must realize that the old day of 
external authority is gone. Youth

This week, classes in clogging and 
character dancing, natural dancing, 
and fundamental Danish gymnastics 
are beginning. Swimming is being 
continued. The privilege of joining is 
given to any woman student who 
wishes to enter; the classes may still 
be entered next week. The require- 
ment for the natural dancing class 
is a simple dancing costume; suede 
barefoot sandals purchased through 
the department are worn for clogging 
and natural dancing; and the regular 
gym suits may be worn for clogging 
and Danish gymnastics. The hours 
at which there classes are given are 
as follows: 

Clogging and character dancing-- 
Monday at 2 o’clock and Friday at 
9 o’clock: 

Natural dancing--Monday 
o’clock ‘and at 4 o’clock. 

Fundamental Danish gymnastics--

Fundamental Danish gymnastics is 
a course presenting a type of develop- 
mental gymnastics which has as its 
aim flexibility, strength, coordination, 
and mobility. This course gives 
students an opportunity for physical 
development and acquisition also of 
individual skills. Clogging and char- 
acter dancing gives elementary in- 
struction in simple clogs and character 
dancing using fundamental technique 
and rhythms. This type of ‘dancing 
is a wholesome means of expression. 
Natural dancing deals with training 
for simple free motor rhythms and 
pantomimic studies based upon natural 
movements such as walking, skipping. 
running, and leaping. The student 
is encouragel to see and feel beauty 
in natural movements and to over- 
come self-consciousness through a 
free and intelligent interpretation of 
musi2. E 

The girls in the natural dancing 
classes will probably take the main 
part in the campus May fete, although 
others will take part also. 

The first semester swimming is de- 
voted to fear eliminating, breathing 
exercise, and the learning and per- 
fecting of at least one stroke. 

This type of work in gym will be 
continued until February at which 
time a public demonstration will be 
given in the gym. A public swimming 
meet and program will be given in 
March.

Y Cabinet Convenes 
At Joint Meeting 


HELD WITH RIVER FALLS GROUP 


Professor Of Macalaster College 
Leads Inspired Session 
With Talk 


The Stout Y cabinet had a joint 
meeting with the River Falls cabinet 
Sunday afternoon and evening at 
River Falls. : 

The reception by Professor Jacobson 
and his cabinet was unique and especi- 
ally appreciated by the Stout group. 

Prof. Maclean of Macalaster college 
led the meeting. As director of the 
Y.M. C. A. at the U of Chicago for a 
number of years, Mr. McClean has a 
excellent background in Y work. He 
divided the work of the Y as he saw 
it, into three factors. 

Study of Christianity Paramount 

First, the study of ‘christianity and 
the life of Jesus is a main need today. 
At this point Mr. McClain reviewed 
some books based primarily on the life 
of Jesus as a suggestive guidance for 
this study. ‘“We see the work of Jesus 
too vaguely to comprehend and fully 
benefit by it. Because of the lack of 
lens adjustment we receive a blurred 
picture,” said McClain. 

Second, the need of leadership 
training is factor in the success of 
religous activity and everyday life. 
Each cabinet reported on their activity 
on this matter and a student from 
Macalaster supplemented the report 
by outlining the problem at Macal- 
_aster. The treatment of the freshman 
was the prime consideration in this 
connection. 

Third, but of supreme importance 
in rounding out a full and successful 
life is the omnipresent need of quiet. 
The case of Gandhi and other notables 
was pointed out in proof of this fact. 
Perhaps the most appealing and in- 
fluential part of the program was 
when the student representative from 
Macalaster gave a sincere and serene 
account of his personal experience 
with the need of quiet and its ad- 
vantages.

‘WHAT THE EMPLOYER EXPECTS 
FROM A TRADE SCHOOL | 


William J. Cronin, Secretary of the 
Tri-City Manufacturers’ Association 
(Rock Island, Davenport and Moline), 
made the following’ remarks at a re- 
cent convention: 

“In spite of the development of 
mass production methods and the 
breakdown of trade skills into single 
operations of a repetitive character 
easily learned, there remains a vast 
demand for skilled tradesmen. 

“Industry has pretty well convinced 
itself that it is not able to meet the 
pressure for production and at the 
same time do an adequate job of 
training for the skilled trades, except 
as to the manual skills required. The 
field of related knowledge so neces- 
sary to the trade is prett» much b>- 
yond the capacity of inductry to 
deliver. 

“In part industry’s, attitvde ma> 
be explained by the fact that the 
intensity of pace in industry «ffovd> 
little opportunity for reflective aral- 
ysis of the trainine problem and the 
schools’ efforts. Opporunitv is -af- 
forded to do little more than appraise 
the result and perhaps to criticize it 
if unsatisfactory. 

“Some effort might be made ‘in 
school trade courses to convey an 
understanding of actual shop condi- 
tions and discipline which would 
make the student’s problem of adjust- 
ine himself to industry easier later 
on.”

HOW WE FEEL ABOUT IT 


The Stoutonia wishes to make its 
position clear regarding football. 


Like everyone else, we are not sat- 
isfied with the past seasons results 
in football. Yet, we are not here 
either to praise or condemn anyone 
concerned. Since it is obvious, how- 
ever, that something must be wrong, 
the student and faculty opinions that 


have appeared in this and other 
issues, have been published in an at- 
tempt to isolate the cause of our 
failure in athletics. 

We want these articles to be con- 
sidered in the light of friendly crit- 
icism that may do something to im- 
prove conditions. The Stoutonia is 
not acting as a clearing house for 
personal prejudices. Let’s take it in 
the right spirit. 


ATHLETICS WORTHWHILE 


In an opinion obtained from as- 
sistant coach Zimmerman another 
angle, that of athletics as an extra 
curricular function of teachers, is 
brought out. .Interest in athletics has 
taken possession of the entire country. 
Football has made its name and will 
not be denied. 

The teacher (especially of shop 
subjects) who can go out into the 
field with a working knowledge of 
athletics in addition to his regular 
line is going to be that much more 
valuable to the school and community 
in which he teaches, and financially 
better off himself. Athletics deserves 
a more prominent place in Stout, and, 
from the point of view of training 
value, is entitled to as much if not 
more support from the administration 
than other forms of extra curricular 
activities represented . 

Speaking of poor handling mental- 
ly, we might consider that as a boom- 
erang reflecting back on the student 
body. Continued criticism of the 
coaches is certainly not going to help 
make their work more pleasant, and 
the effect of this criticism on the 
players does not inspire confidence in 
their leaders. As far as intelligent 
handling is concerned, we can reaso/- 
ably agree that the coaches are in a 
little better position to view inside 


situations as they are than second 
guessers who get their opinions from 
what they hear on the sidelines. If 
we have nothing constructive to offer, 
let’s cut out the heckling. 


It is easy to follow a winning team 
or to stick by a generous friend. The 
school that is always successfully re- 
presented doesn’t need any real spirit. 
Repeated victories will keep up en- 
thusiasm anywhere. But suppose we 
have a-friend who needs our help. 
To drag him out of the rut and give 
him new hope takes real courage and 
loyalty. Athletics at Stout needs the’ 
student body as a friend. Let’s stick 
by our team-mates until they are on 
their feet again. Let’s send them out 
on the field with words of encourage- 
ment rather than disheartening crit- 
icism . 


FOOTBALL PROBLEMS 


Coach Burbidge has prepared an un- 
usual amount of problems which may 
serve as an aid in the enlightment of 
our football situation. His statements 
are as follows: 


“T am writing this article with the 
hope of correcting some of the pre- 
vailing problems and not with the idea 
of making an alibi for our poor 
season. My previous statement on 


overwhelming injuries still stands. 

Following is a list of problems con- 
fronting football at Stout: 

1. Types of material to build the 
teams. A majority of the contenders. 
for the team have no previous high 
school experience, consequently, valu- 
able time is given to starting at the 
bottom and teaching beginning fund- 
amentals of football. 

2. Amount of material. In a college 
of this size, a fair first string eleven 
with a few reserves is the usual or- 
der. In losing a few of the first 
string eleven or reserves, the team 
play and spirit is easily lowered. 
Also, with such a small amount of 
first class material; the competition 
for first string positions is not keen 
and the regular is inclined to loaf— 
his job being secure. 

3. One Semester Students. From 
our 1930 squad, a number of letter- 
men, depended upon to form the 
nucleus of the 1931 team, did not re- 
turn for the season. This situation 
exists every year. A number of the 
varsity fail to return due to home, 
financial, or scholastic difficulties. 

4. Amount of Work Carried. Stout 
students are required to spend most 
of their time on studies and football 
is merely a side line. 

5. Practice Time. Practice periods 
are too short. Four and five o’clock 
classes claim most of the men, and 
especially toward the close of the 
year, it is dark when some of the 
men report. 

6. Do the Individual Players Want 
to Play Football? Do they want to 
sacrifice the time and concentrate on 
something they do not like? Do they 
want to play football, or do they want 
to take the athletic trips as sight- 
seers and wear the sweater and 
emblem ? 

7. Do Some of Our Faculty Mem-

Do they give 
their whole hearted support? ! 

8. Do Our Players Train?. I don’t 
believe it is up to the coach or his 
assistants to act as detectives and 
punish a player who doesn’t train. It 
is up to the individual, and the train- 
ing of the individual at Stout is not 
carried out. I mean in all the senses 
of the word training: sleep, diet, 
drinking, dancing, and smoking. A 
man who is not interested in his per- 
sonal condition is not an asset to the 
team. 

9. Attitude of Students Toward 
Players. Players may break training 
and still be looked up to as athletes 
by the student body. Possibly a boy- 
cott on these non-spirited athletes 
would do some good. 

10. Competition With Schools Who 
Concentrate on Athletics. Without a 
doubt, successful football teams of 
the day draw good athletes. How to 
get a successful team is the question. 
The answer which most schools are 
using is “go and get ’em”. Jobs for 
good athletes—not the kind to buy a 
football team, but for conscientious 
students who want to continue school 
and are financially unable. It is the 
only solution to draw incoming 
material which would insure a first 
rate team and sufficient number of 
reserves. 

11. The practice and playing fields 
at Stout are not up to college stand- 
ards. 

I believe that football in Stout is 
now in a transitional stage. Football 
teams cannot be built in a year and 
it takes time to change a tradition of 
losing football games. The future to 
me is not dark for Stout football. In 
a few years we should be winning 
conference games with regularity, 
and I hope the foregoing listed points 
may help toward a more _ hurried 
change to the future time”.

View Racial Diets 


Judging from the number of visi- 


tors at the exhibit of ‘‘National and ! 


Racial Diets” Friday, it was well 
worth the efforts of the Nutrition and 
Dietetics class and Miss Cruise. 

Among the diets prepared were 
Italians, Czechoslovakian, German, 
Armenian, Norwegian. Southern Ne- 
gro, Porto Rican, Eskimo, Chinese, 
Bohemian, Irish, Mexican, and Scotch 
They were typical of the peasant 
class of people and were planned on 
a 3000 calorie basis. Aside from the 
interest in seeing foods of different 
peoples, there was much of education- 
al value to be gained from such an 
exhibit. 

Variations from the standard Am- 
erican diet. can be noted by using 
Dr. Rose’s’ division of foodstuffs. 
Cereal 30%, milk 138%, vegetables and 
fruits 15%, fats 17%, sugar 10%, 
and meat 15%. The percentages of 
sugar and cereals compared quite 
favorably although the Norwegian, 
Porto Rican, and Eskimo diets had 
as low as 17% cereals. The pro-

contests were alopted by the athletic 
board of Wisconsin State Teachers’ 
colleges at their meeting early this 
month. 


Graduate students will no longer 
be permitted to participate in inter- 
collegiate athletics in the state teach- 
ers’ colleges. Anyone who has re- 
ceived the degree of bachelor of ed- 
ucation or its equivalent and has 
transferred to a state teachers’ col- 
lege from another senoot 18 not 
eligible for intercollegiate athletics 
even through he is taking undergradu- 
ate work. This ruling was made by 
the athletic board of the Wisconsin 
state teachers’ colleges at a meeting 
of the board, which is composed of 
one member of each teachers’ college 
faculty, and Stout Institute, held in 
Milwaukee on Friday and Saturday, 
November 6-7, in conjunction with the 
Wisconsin State Teachers’ association. 

Mr. Fox, of the faculty, who is 
secretary-treasurer of the board, also 
said that a standard form had te | 
chosen on which each school will tes | 
a record of the athletes—those of 
their own school and those of the 
visiting school—who participate in 
any conference game. The purpose 
of this is to keep athletes from play- 
ing more than three years in one 
sport. 

Each school will also be required to 
keep record of the athletes employ- 
ed by the school, the nature of their 
work, the number or hours’ each 
works, and the amount of money 
each receives.

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LOOKING FORWARD

We should look forward to next year and with these possible 
remedies offered by various authors, Stout should meet with the 
best of them in the fall of ’32. The ‘Stoutonia wishes to thank 
all of contributors for their bit, and we are all looking forward to 
Stout’s gridmen of 1932 to come through with a successful season. 


COACH BONGEY’S COMMENTS, 


“T have been a coach for nearly fifteen years, and I often sit 
and wonder, what we are all about. 

“Tt surely requires much more courage to write about athletics 
than it does to write about almost anything else. I will start 
by saying frankly that I am not sure what is wrong with football 
at Stout. I know there are a good many people whose points of 
view are much better than mine. 

“It is very surprising to find the parents of the boys seri- 
ously talking about the boys’ games. For one parent who talks 
to me about a boy’s intellect, there are a dozen whose preoccupa- 
tion in the boys athletics'is vital. I do nqt ‘mean to say that 
this is what it should be; but it does seem to me that winning 
games is a rather serious business. The public demands that the 
school win most of the time. The question is: are we running 
athletics to please the public? Think it over. If we are, in order 


to have a winning team we must think about it and talk about 
it. Are the Stout students and teachers making any real serious 
attempt to think and talk about their football team? Spend just 
a little of your spare time in walking about the football field, 
and in showing interest in the game. It is natural to take 
interest in a team when it is winning; so it is up to the coach 
to produce a winning team. 

“The boys must absolutely believe the game is a matter of 
profound concern to the school, if they are going to give their best 
to it. I really believe if you give the boys something worth 
fighting for, they will train, fight and win. If they win let them 
talk about it, and you join in on the chorus. Get rid of that al- 
ways losing complex. To win or not to win, that is the question. 

“T do not wish to overvalue athletics, but I honestly beliew 
that people no longer look upon them as a sport, but as a serious 
The difficulty in dealing with the situation is that most 
of us do not really think it is wrong. It is far better for a boy to 
be occupied \playing ‘football than to be idle. I think competition 
is a fine‘thing in life, so why not introduce it in our games? I 
would advise the Stout Student body to make football a more 
serious competitive business. Do not tolerate on your football 
team|a boy who would not make you a good business associate. 
A boy who does not care to train should be “fired” at once. 

“Of course if football is only an outdoor amusement, as pos- 
sibly it should be, I don’t see why competition should be in- 
troduced into it. If it amuses one only to do a thing I don’t 
believe one really cares whether he wins or not. To play football 
is amusement, but to win is a serious business. The business of 
us coaches is to win, if we like it or not. This business must have 
the whole hearted interest of the student body. Get behind your 
coach, go out and fight, train and take the game seriously; then 
and not until then, will you win., 

“I wish I could suggest a remedy, but the only thing I can 
do is pursue my own inclinations. I am forced to confess that 
I know nothing about playing or coaching football, therefore I 
do not want to deplore what I cannot amend. What I wish 
rather to do is to make a plea for greater interest in the matter, 
and to try toldestroy the idea that football as a business is over- 
done. It may be overdone a

| portion of milk was low in every 


country except Norway. Eskimos 


rarely have milk in their diet except 
when they can obtain reindeer milk. 
Most .of the diets had about 15% of 
vegetables and fruits with the excep- 
tion of the Southern Negro with 42% 
and the Eskimos with 0. The Eskimo, 
however, gets his vitamins and miner- 
als from moss, seaweed, and tender 
young shoots of Evergreen trees: The 
only marked variations’ in fat were 
the Italian with 33% and Porto 
Rican with 1%. The greatest differ- 
Eskimos 
consume over 50% meat while the 
Italians eat very little.

Logarithm Accuracy 
Tested By Students 


In order to satisfy the intellectual 
|curiosity of instructor C. L. Rich’s 
'Math students as to the accuracy of 
Hoeeeiias: a piece of research work 
was carried on by Roy Larson, Lavern 


Hansen, George Otterholt, and 
William Pearson. 
The series of problems were so 


selected as to cover all parts of the 
six-place table used. The interpola- 
tion of fractional or proportional 
parts of these problems was per- 
formed by the use of the slide rule 
which is based on the principle of 
logarithms thus effecting a double 
check on their accuracy. 

Each of the four students selected 
to do this work solved the problems 
individually and then by comparison 
of results checked the trueness of 
their computation. 

The ultimate conclusion was: 

Multiplication by logarithms with 
the use of the slide rule for fraction- 
al interpolation produced a result that 
was correct within one digit of the 
sixth place.

To Be Determined 


FOUR MEMBERS ON COMMITTEE 


Administration Wishes To Re- 
tain Membership For 
Several Reasons 


As the Stoutonia goes to press, 
The Stout Institute is being surveyed 
by a committee from the North Cen- 
tral Association of Colleges and Sec- 
ondary Schools, appointed by the 
Commission on Institutions of High- 
er Education. This survey is being 
made to determine whether The 
Stout Institute may be continued 
without question as a member of the 
North Central Association under the 
new standards of that association. 

About four years ago, The Stout 
Institute became a member of the 
North Central Association but it was 
classified as a teachers college and, 
therefore, was not accepted unquali- 
fiedly as a unit of the college group. 
Recently this teacher college group 
was eliminated and institutions to be 
recognized by the North Central As- 
sociation must be colleges in fact 
without other qualifications or limit-~ 
ations. 

Reasons for Survey Told 

There are certain reasons why The 
Stout Institute would wish to be 
identified with the North Central As- 
sociation, according to the adminis- 
tration. Membership,in these stand- 
ardizing organizations makes it 
somewhat easier for graduates of 
The Stout Institute to go on with 
their work in graduate schools. An- 
other reason for seeking membership 
lies in the fact that principals of the 
smaller high schools of the country 
sometimes hesitate to employ grad- 
uates of colleges which do not belong 
to the North Central Association. 

It has seemed to the leaders here, 
therefore, that the better course for 
is to accept 
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similar organizations, provided it 
does not have to sacrifice the foun- 
dation principles and purposes for 
which the institution was formed and 
which still govern curriculum mak- 
ing and methods of teaching. 
Surveying Committee Named 

_ Mr. George A. Works, who was at 
one time Superintendent of Schools 
in this city, is secretary of the Com- 
mission of Institutions of Higher 
Education. From him, President Nel-

Book Review Given 
By Miss Froggatt 


Miss Froggatt, librarian, gave a 
very interesting and informative re- 
view of some of the new books in 
assembly Thursday. The books re- 
viewed were classed as books on the 
economic condition of the world to- 
jay, books on the machine-age, on the 
Soviet Union, Books on business and 
unemployment in the United States, 
popular psychology, and books of 
history, biography, and travel. 

According to Miss Froggatt, books 
on prevailing economic conditions are 
unfortunately not published fast 
enough to cover the most recent de- 
velopments, but they are needed be- 
eause they represent the opinion of 
the best minds in many countries and 
because they help to give one a back- 
ground for the formation of one’s 
opinions. Among the books of this 
class which were reviewed were 
“World’s Economie Dilemna” by 
Wrnest Minor Patterson, Frofessor of 
Economics, University of Pennsyl- 
vania, “The Way To Thee ray by 
“iy George Paish, and “Ingland’s 
Crisis” by the French Burn Andre 
Uiegfried. 

Books on the machine age which 
Miss Froggatt included in her talk 
were: “America’s Way Out”, a pro- 
gram for democracy by Norman 
Thomas, socialist candidate for pres= 
ident lat the last presidential election 
“Machine Made Man” by Silas Bent, 
‘and “Men and Machines” by Stuar’ 
Chase. The latter is perhaps the 
best-known book to treat the threat 
of the machine age. 

Three books, “The New Russia’: 
Primer”, “The Economic Life 
Soviet Russia”, and ‘Humanity Up- 
rooted”, were discussed which has 
to do with the Soviet Umion.

Miss Froggatt recommends that 
everyone should read the book,

viewed were; “Business Adrift”, by 
W. B. Donham, ‘Unemployment and 
Its Remedies”, by Harry W. Laidler, 
and “Our Mysterious Panics”, by C. 
A. Collman. 

In the line of popular: or applied 
psychology, Miss Froggatt recom- 
mends “Keeping Mentally Fit”, a 
guide to everyday psychology by 
Joseph Jastrow, retired professor of 
psychology, formerly head of that 
department at the University _of 
Wisconsin.

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THE TWO THINGS COLLEGE ENDEAVORS TO GIVE 


We often wonder what we really 


get out of college. Here are 
two more good ideas. William S: Dutton of Brown, in an issue of 
the American Magazine, brings home two points in the following 
article : 

“Money, opportunity, and the mere ability to obtain an entrance 
certificate or pass are not the test of college fitness; or as the desire 
of a parent for a college-trained son any evidence of the son’s 


fitness. College’s do not confer degrees for athletic prowess. Their 
aim is not to grant badges of social and.commercial prestige. They 
do not create capacity for understanding, but demand it. They are 


not designed for the purely practical-minded, nor for the youth who 
desires merely to do, rather than to think and comprehend. 

“As I told our Brown students a few years ago, the young man 
who enters: college should come seeking two main things: «rst, 
horizon, and second, mastery. These two things the co, ¢ge endcay- 
ors to give. 

“Most of us enter college with an experience that is real but 
extremely limited. We.have lived in our own back-yard and seldom 
looked over the fence. To enlarge that horizon unti: it co-eis all 
Jands and centuries, until it covers the great domains of I'teraure, 
science, history, philosophy, and art, is the first object of college 
training—to know something of everything. 

“The other main object is to give the student mastery of some 
one subject. Breadth of horizon is not enough—a man may be so 
broad intellectually that he is flat. There is no intellectual joy quite 
so great as the sense of having mastered some one corner of the 
world’s knowledge. "To know everything of something, and to 
master it, ought to be the second great aim of college training.” 


DOES IT PAY? 

In our mad pursuit of graduation and degrees it might he a 
good idea to stop and consider the value of the thing jwe are so anx- 
dous to get. Does it pay to be educated? Is it practical? The 
uday laborer who earns more than ten dollars a day says, “No, a 
white collar job is no good for a man with a family.” The white 
‘collar man is apt to feel, in his moments of discouragement, that it 
assuredly ‘does not pay. 

The common attitude toward a college graduate used to be 
that he was a vague impractical idler, a liability, not an asset to his 
family. Ev erybody more or less reflect the opinion of the man 
who went to the funeral of a young college graduate and who_re- 
marked, “What a’ pity ! All. that: learning wasted.” 

The popular attitude has chang<d, vet there still seems to be 
a notion current in some ‘quarters. that’ the college men is a hopeless 
visionary, a dreamer of dreams. “That idea. is being rapidly dis- | 
pelled however College men daily show the result of such train- 
ing. Some day everyone will recognize that a college education is 
the thost intensely practical thing that a person can have.

Finance Program _ 
Cuts Teacher Pay 


A questionaire, adapted from the 
one which was circulated by the Wis- 
consin State Teachers’ Association, 
has been issued to the faculty of The 
Steut Institute. 

The issuance of this questionaire 
was motivated by the action) taken by 
the special session of the lefislature. 
The levislature apponted a financial 
committee, consisting of the Chair- 
man of the committee on finance in 
the assembly, the chairman of the 
eommittee on finance in the senate, 
and the Governor. This committee 
is authorized to effect a widespread 
reduction of state operating ex- 
penses, and, as a first step in this 
direction, started Wednesday to hold 
hearines of all department head= +o 
give them an opportunity to justify 
the expenditures of their depa:tments 

As the reduction program includes 
the salary cuttings of the facult-es of 
the University of Wisconsin, The 
Stout Institute, and the State Teach- 
ers’ Colleges, Presid-nt Nelson de- 
sired the information asked for in the 
survey to arm himself for the de- 
fense of maintaining the pvesen:* 
salaries of state teachers. 

The reduction law was pass d on 
the assumption ,that all living ex- 
penses have been lowered in prepor- 
tion to the fall of prices of food 
stuffs. The survey was intended to be 
a check on this assumption. It was 
found that only a small percent of 
the teachers’ salaries was spent for 
food, the largest percentage being 
spent for professional improvement 
and the like, and these costs have not 
been reduced, but, rather, in the in- 
stances of charities, dues, public 
utilities, insurance, and lectures the 
costs have actually increased. The

Crime Investigator 
Interests Assembly 


Mr. C. Ray Hanson of , Chicago 
well-known lawyer anu prosecutor, 
spoke on organized crime in assembly 
Thursday. Mr. Hanson is able to 
speak with authority on his subject 
since he himself has lived with gang's 
of six major cities in the United 
States, has spent a week on a rum- 
runner, and has in the past been a 
member of the coast guard which 
checked on rum-runners. 


Mr. Hanson believes that one of the 


States today is the problem of. or- 
ganized crime. He says thet it is a 
threat to the foundations of govern- 
ment, and he believes that it is time 
we’re gangine up on gangland. 

The speech was esprcially interest- 
Jing due to the fact that Mr. Hanson 
eave a number of his own personal 
experiences in relation to gangland.

During the entire 
election day he was kept locked up 
in one of the gang’s hang-outs.

It was as a result of this 
episode that Mr. Hanson decided te 
live with one of the gangs and becom- 
acquainted with gangland.

It comes to us as third in a series 
of splendid tales of Norwegian 
pioneers in Northwest America, fol- 
lowing along with the character- 
introduced in Giants in the Earth and 
Peder Victorious, and introducing a 
third generation. 


Their Fathers’ God has for its 
theme the age-old contention of 
Protestants and Catholics. Peder 


Victorious Holm, coming of strict 
Norwegian Lutheran stock, married 
Susie Doheny, an Irish neighbor gir! 
who fhas equally strong Catholic 
leanings and that’s where the trouble 
begins! Religion is inherently domi- 
nant in both of them, although at the 
time of their marriage it seemed 
relatively unimportant. The strife 
between the two, each of whom is 
backed by generations of one kind 
of religious thinking, develops 
throughout the story and centers 
about Petie, the young son. 

The dramatic conclusion, in which 
Susie leaves Peder, taking Petie with 
her, leaves the reader decidedly dis- 
satisfied since no understanding has 
‘been reached nor a definite victory 
gained by either side. The home is 
‘broken up, two hearts are broken, and 
the young son must grow up with- 
out the comradeship of his father. 
"Then, too, Iam too good a Norwegian 
Lutheran myself to relish the thought 
of Petie being reared a Catholic. 

With the usual American desire for 
everything to come out all right, I 
only wish that Rolvaag could have 
lived to write still another sequel to 
his epic series, to clear things up.

greater use of machines in the 
shop and the more _ economical 
use of that which was already 
in place. In fact, with the use 
of gasoline for power, it was hardly 
worth while running our machines. 
Now we have a hack saw, lathe and 
forge blower operating with power in 
addition to the machines which were 
here last year. The removal of some 
temporary walls that were in place 
has served to increase the floor space 
and lighten up the shop. What was 
the tool room has been converted into 
a tinsmithing shop, and a half base- 
ment which served for the accumula- 
tion of junk has turned into a small 
blacksmith’s shop, releasing a pro- 
portional amount, of space on the 
main floor for other types of trades 
work.

Woodsman And Poet Is Strik- 
ingly Intresting 
Character 


Lew Sarett, college professor at 
the Northwestern University, will ap- 
pear here in a lecture recital on the 
Lyceum Course, Monday, March 14, 
at 8:15 P. M. He, as a woodsman- 
poet, is a striking character, as 
virile, winning, and interesting as the 
wild life from which he comes. 
Based on ten years of thrilling ex- 
periences in the pathless Canadian 
forests, his story is of wilderness. 
folk and wilderness. ways, of trails, 
tepees, and jtenderfeet. 

In the Canadian forests he became 
the friend and comrade of the rug- 
ged, primitive men of the Canadian 
frontier, the .trail blazers of the 
north. There, in the silent places of 
the great woods, he learned the se- 
crets of woodland life and woodland 
beasts: There, in the land of the 
“Great Spirit”, he learned the ways 
of his friends, the Chippewa Indians. 
He learned of their traditions, super- 
stitions, and customs, their problems 
and their needs; he was taught the 
Indian songs, chants, and dances, 
as inducted into the tribe of the 
Chippewas by whom he was known 
as “Lone-Caribou”. 

Experiences Furnish Material 

Guiding long canoe expeditions 
through the great Quatico Forest and 
over the famous Dawson routs, he 
has broken the silence of the count- 
less Lakes.and Virgin forests from 
which spring {the brooks and -rivers 
that feed the waters of the North’s 
ereat Hudson Bay.

One hundred years ago, at the age of twenty-five, Emerson 
wrote, “I like.to have a man’s knowledge comprehend more than 
I like a man who likes to

STABILIZING STUDY STARTED 


Employment: Stabilization Re- 
search Material Was 
Presented 


Mr. Bowman attended the meeting 
of the Minnesota Schoolmen’s As- 
sociation, held at the University of 
Minnesota, Friday, March 25. Good 
material on the results of the Em- 
ployment Stabilization ‘Research was 
presented by Dr. M. R. Trabue, Pro- 
fessor of Educational Administration, 
on leave from the University of 
North Carolina for the purpose of 
this research. 

This stabilization study is being 
conducted in Minneapolis, St. Paul, 
and Duluth in an effort to discover, 
through the use of various kinds of 
tests, just exactly what employment 
possibilities there are for the present 
unemployed. Those who have em- 
ployment at present are also given 
tests and the results of these tests 
are identified. The results of the 
tests given ito the unemployed, and 
the traits. and abilities revealec 
through the tests are identified in 
terms of occupational requirements. 

Reports of this research study will 
be of particular significance to teach- 
ers. As soon as they are published, 
The Stout Institute Library will have 
them in its files. 

At the meeting, held in Madison, 
Tuesday, March 29, which Mr. Bow- 
man attended, plans were laid for 
an active development of a State- 
wide program of Industrial Arts 
work. 

Representatives of Teacher Train- 
ing Institutions in Wisconsin, officers 
of the Wisconsin Industrial Arts 
Association, and Mr. Wadell of the 
State Department of Public Intruc- 
tion attended the conference.

At fourteen he was left alone in 
the world to shift for himself. Av 
twenty-two he jhad published a book 
and had started on what is to prove 
one of the longest and most success~

Born in Philadelphia, bereft of his 
parents at an early age, he found it 
necessary to work his way through 
high school and college. At high 
school in Seattle he was cook for a 
family of four, and during his sum- 
mer vacation his experiences covered 
everything from logging camps in 
the Northwest to laboring in the 
Tampico oil fields, where’ he narrow- 
ly escaped death at the hands of a 
bandit gang. 

Worked His Way 

In 1924 he entered the University 
of Washington where he was presi- 
dent of the class of 1928, and a crew 


and track man. His college career 
was cut short by septic poisoning 
which developed from a heel blister. 
At the recommendation of the Mdoc- 
tors, he started for a milder climate, 
but had te work fhis way although 
recuperating from a serious infection. 
On this trip, which covered 45,000 
miles in jtwo years, he had his foot 
amputated at Honolulu and, all in 
all, had 19 operations performed on 
his injured leg. ' All this took place 
while he was working his way around 
the world. The jobs which kept him 
on his way included tutoring children, 
writing, and even acting as courier 
for ten American girls.

The teacher who is always nagging, driving the pupils to 
difficult study, rather than kindly directing such study, is failing in 
her supreme opportunity. 

Then, from another point of view, it is usually the teacher who 
is well liked by her pupils, who has their respect and honor, that 
receives an opportunity to return to that school or is given a favor- 
able recommendation from that school.

The group of inquisitive printers 
who journeyed to Minneapolis in 
quest of knowledge has returned to 
halls of its alma mater bubbling over 
with information and stories of how 
it was done. 

The group met at the Andrews 
Hotel where a little individual 
grumbling was indulged in while wait- 
ing for the bunch in Doyle’s car, 
who were out prospecting at the 
time. After the loyal sons of 
typography were organized into 
units, they proceded to the American 
Typefounders’ Co. where they were 
given demonstrations and informa- 
tion on a few job presses including 
the Kelley No. 2. 

Then the bunch split in half for 
convenience and the Johnson EHlectro- 
typing Co. and the Bureau of En- 
graving were investigated. 

At the Bureau of Engraving, year- 
book work seemed to be the main 
job at the present time, and the 
group followed the path a job would 
take to completion. From the sec- 
tion where design, art-work, retouch- 
ing, and mounting was done, the 
sroups passed to the section of 
photography ‘where the negatives 
were produced, and then to the sec- 
tion where the face of the engrav- 
ings, half-tones, etchings, and var- 
ious cuts were treated with acid and 
‘ develoned. From there, the group 
Passed to the routing and mounting 
reom and then through the printing 
and binding section. 

At the Johnson Electrotyping Co., 
the students viewed the process of 
making the wax impression of the 
jobs and the huge vats where electro- 
lysis produced the face of the elec- 
trotype and the metal backing was 
molded in after which the routing

REPRESENTS DIFFERENT TYPES 


Built By Members Of The 
Architectural Drawing 


Three Class 


An exhibit of about fifteen model 
homes is being shown in the Good- 
vich Furniture store window. The 
models are authentic reproductions 
of houses that have been built and 
are recognized as having real archi- 
tectural merit. These models are the 
products of Stout students. 

The models were built by the mem- 
bers of the Architectural drawing II] 
classes and considerable time was 
required to complete them. The 
plans are drawn first, and from these 
the models are worked up at the 
same scale, which is usually one- 
fourth inch to one foot. 

The materials used to construct 
the models are mostly Upson Board 
and Strathmore board. Stucco ex- 
teriors are represented by applying 
Textone and tinting it after it has 


set. Considerable fitting and cutting. 
is required to make the model look | 
care | 


neat and workmanlike, and 
must be taken to get 'the accessories 
to the proper scale such as the 
Shingles, rick, and siding. Joints 
are nailed and glued. 

The models are so planned that 
they can be lichted by electric lights 
which naturally adds effectiveness to 
the display at night. The real pur 
pose in building the models is to con- 
vey to the future home owner, just 
what his home will be like as to 
style, surroundings etc. 

The designs were chosen by each 
member -of the class, preliminary 
sketches made, and then the working 
drawings made. | 

Foliage is added to each model in 
the form of dyed sponges represent- 


ing trees and brushes. The models are

TELLS OF SWEDISH SCHOOLS 


Miss Elin Barner Is Speaker 
At Chippewa Valley 
Meeting 


Miss Elin Berner of Stockholm, 
Sweden, was one of the speakers at 
the Chippewa Valley Home Economics 
luncheon held here Saturday. Miss 
Berner is principal of Englebrekts 
Bornavards Och Husmoders Skola, a 
school quite different trom any in 
America. Sweden has had home eco- 
nomics education as a part of its public 
school plan for Many years, and 
teachers of this subject are trained, 
after completing the equivalant pre- 
paration of our junior colleges, in 
Special colleges created for this pur- 
pose. Then, they have to meet various 
standards before they become regu- 
larly placed on the government educa- 
tional- roll. 


Graduates of the professional 
schools are first ranked as substitute 
teachers and chiefly in smaller 
schools. Then, they pass on to the 
teacher’s extraordinary list for annual 
placement, and finally, if successful,, 
reach the rank of ordinary teacher, 
This means that the teacher has g 
permanent placement with a portion 
of her salary being paid by the goy- 
ernment and the right to participate 
in the pension funds. 

Extensive H. E. Progiram There 

All schools, public, high school, 
continuation school, home making, 
teacher colleges, and professional 
home economics colleges, have regu- 
larly organized curricula in home 
economics. Classes in home economics 
in public shools last either one-half or 
a whole day for intensive periods. In 
the city schools the home economics 
teachers carry programs of thirty 
hours per week. In the rural districts 
the program is concentrated in six 
weeks, with a half-time program in 
home economics each day and a teach! 
er, assigned to rural communities will 
work in six different schools during: 
the school year. 

All women who wish to enter the 
professional home economics colleges 
must do so on a competitive scholas-

Last year, due to the efforts of 
Miss Michaels and President Nelson, 
the Harvey Memorial was given to 
the girls of the school for a social 
room.

New Rugs, Curtains 

New rugs and curtains for the room 
had been provided by President Nelson 
and the Y. W. C. A. donated the wick- 
er furniture which they had been using 
in their club room. The council was 
anxious to add to the above items 
which had been so generously given; 
and of course, needed money for the 
various expenditures. The group 
planned several ways of earning it; 
first, they sponsored a dance which 
was successful in returns; then each 
organization was taxed on the basis 
of its membership because the room is 
used for club meetings almost every 
night of the week. In addition, they 
sent letters out to all of the women 
alumni who have graduated within the 
last four years, asking for a small 
contribution. The results of the several 
enterprises were more than had been 
expected by any member of the 
council. 


Miss Mutz Directing 

The furnishing of the room is the 
responsibility of a committee which is 
working with Miss Mutz. The com- 
mittee is made up of a girl from every 
class, with the senior member as 
chairman. Myrtle Anderson has been 
the chairman this year with the fol- 
lowing people: Charlotte McNab, 
Martha Bubeck, and Helen Dietrick. 
A permanent furnishing plan has been 
very carefully worked out by the com- 
mittee. Their plan’ provides for a few 
pieces of furniture being purchased 
from time to time as the finances 
provide, but there will be harmony 
throughout because colors, textures, 
arrangements, etc. have been carefully 
planned. One item of particular inter- 
est is the plan for a formal unit in one 
corner of the room, including a re- 
fectory table and two chairs, which 
will be used for teas and other pur- 
poses of entertaining. 


The first new piece for the room is 
a large, tall, six-panelled screen which 
has been designed by Miss Mutz and 
which is being made in the Industrial 
Arts department.
